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Detailed Action 



1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 61 and 63 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 61 , "the force feedback signal" lacks a clear antecedent basis. 

Regarding claim 63, "the force feedback interface" lacks a clear antecedent 
basis. Also it is unclear what element in the invention comprises the force application 
interface. Clarification is required. Moreover, this interface should be positively 
correlated with the other elements to define an operative device. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



4. Claims 60, 62, 65, 66, 73, 74, 76, 77 and 78 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being clearly anticipated by Jones et al. 

Regarding claim 62, the outer surface of 47 adjacent the finger is synonymous 
with the claimed platform. 

Regarding claim 66, the surface of 47 has a texture. 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 



States. 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 60, 65, 70, 71 , 73, 74, 77 and 78 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Harvill in view of Jones et al. 

It would have been obvious to provide feedback as claimed to the device in 
Harvill in view of the teaching in Jones. 

Regarding claims 70, note cable 62 in Harvill. It is inherent that these cables are 
guided. 

7. Claims 64, 67, 68, 69, 75, and 76 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

8. Applicant's position regarding Jones has been carefully considered but is not 
deemed persuasive since the sensor 30 in Jones outputs an applied force. As for 
determining a magnitude of force feedback again this would be the signal from 30. 

9. Applicant's request for an interview has been carefully considered but no call was 
made since the issues appear clear. 

10. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP 

§ 706.07(a). Applicant is reminded of the extension of time policy as set forth in 37
